NE spark on the roof — a light wind — just brisk enough to fan the leaves 
on the trees — may bring your home down in ruins about you while 
you sleep.

At Columbus, Georgia, a short while back — sparks from a cotton compress 
started fires on 29 roofs at the same time — but unusually fine fighting equipment 
soon had it under control.
